™' sian political police, abroad, who 
recently was denounced by M. Bourt- 
zeff, as being implicated in the plot 
to assassinate Emperor Alexander III.

He has been retired from the police 
service at his own request on an an- 
nual pension of $2500. 

In. an interview today, which was se- 
cured with much difficulty, Gen. Har- 
‘ting, known also as Michael Lande- 
sen, made the important announcement 
that Azef, a leader of the fighting rev- 
olutionists, and a noted police spy, 
whom the Russian police profess to be 
seeking throughout the warid, is now 
in Russia occupying an important post 
in the so-called Third Section, or po- 
litical police. 

Gen. Harting is residing in one of the 
apartments maintained by the pole 
where they can meet the revolution- 
ary agents. He consented to talk when 
convinced that he was recognized. 

ADMITS HE WAS TERRORIST. 
He readily admitted his identity with 
the Terrorist Landesen, saying that in 
early youth he sincerely believed in the 
principles of terrorism, and partictpat- 
ed under the name of Landesen in 
planning with others the assassination 
of Alexander III in 1890. 

He denied, however, that he had be- 
trayed his comrades to the French po- 
hee, as M. Bourtzeff has charged. 

His ideas changed after he secured 
employment as a clerk in the embassy 
at Paris. Later he was transferred to 
the police service, but, never was an 
agent provocateur or traitor, citing as 
proof of this his continued friendly re- 
lations with his other revolutionary 
acquaintances. 

He served the Russian government. 
he said, honorably and faithfully, and 
his services were recognized by com- 
mendation from high quarters on his 
retirement. 

BITTER, AGAINST BOURTZEFF. 
Gen. Harting was very bitter against 
Bourtzeff, who, but for Gen, Harting, 
according to the latter's assertion, 
would long ago have perished in a 
French or Russian prison, 

The French government repeatedly 
has proposed to arrest or expel Bourtz- 


valuable servicés, though in 
what capacity he had no right to 
state. 

During the interview the former 
police chief displayed no embarrass- 
ment, which perhaps might have been 
expected in view of the charges lodged 
against him.

capital of Manchuria. It is a city of a quarter of 

a million, lying twelve hours by express train al- 
most due north of Dalny, and twenty hours or more 
south of the Russian frontier. By the Imperial Chinese 
Railway it is twenty-six hours from Peking and just 
twelve hours from Shanhaikwan, at the eastern end of 
the great Chinese wal]. It is the biggest city of Asia, 
lying north of Peking, and is one of the most important 
of the whole Chinese empire. It is the home of the 
Manchus, and the birthplace of the dynasty which now 
rules the 400,000,000 Chinese. It has scores of noble 
Manchu families, and it furnishes a large proportion of 
the Chinese officials. 


A Tartar City. 


Mukden is emphatically a Manchu town. It makes one 
think of the Tartar section of Peking, except that it is 
better laid out and its streets are smoother and cleaner. 
The city has two great walls about it. The outer one is 
of mud and is thirteen miles long. The inner is about 
four miles in length, and it incloses a circle of houses 
a mile or so wide, comprising the old Tartar camp of 
the past. 

The inner walls are of brick. They are forty feet high 
and so wide that two two-horse wagons could be driven 
abreast upon them. They run in an almost perfect 
circle around the inner city, being entered by eight 
gates, each of which has walled inclosures about it, so 
that you wind in and out going through. The Manchus 
do not believe in straight roads, for they think that evil

Another badge of high blood is the 
jong finger nail, protected by a sheath of silver or gold 
to keep it from breaking. 


The Stores of Mukden. 


o one can go through the streets of Mukden and at 
be impressed by its business. There are miles of one- 
story booths, back of which are warehouses filled with 
fne goods. There are streets of fur stores and streets 
devoted to the making and selling of silver, copper and 
brass. There are innumerable peddlers, who go along 
crying their wares, and places where the goods are put 
out in the open during the day and taken in at night. 
Some of the latter are odd, as, for instance, the peddlers 
selling false pigtails. Each of these has a white cotton 
sheet stretched taut over a framework of bamboo. This 
is leaned against the wall of a house where the crowd is 
the thickest. Upon it are pinned many long black 
switches of human hair of the length of one’s arm. Each 
switch is divided into three strands, so that they can 
easily be braided together, forming a beautiful queue. 
Many Chinese men are inclined to baldness, and they 
buy this hair to braid into their few remaining locks, 
thus making a false pigtail of luxuriant growth. Some- 
times black silk is used for this purpose. | 


Caps and Shoes. 


Mukden has a large trade in hats, caps and shoes. 
There are winter shoes and summer shoes, shoes for 
workingmen and shoes for officials. There are men’s 
boots of leather, men’s boots of felt, and creations of 
all sorts in silk, satin and fine leather for women. The 
felt shoes have soles an inch or more thick, with uppers 
whose thickness will average a quarter of an inch. They 
look clumsy and heavy, but are wonderfully light and re- 
markably cheap. The coolies wear shoes of leather, 
much like moccasins, and the officials have high boots 
of black silk and velvet. 

The shoe merchants display their wares on the side- 
walks, and there the cobbler sits and mends your boots 
while you wait. Near my hotel a wooden boot is hung 
out as a sign. It is painted white, green and red, and

Mukden’s Big Fur Trade. 


- This place is one of the chief fur markets of hale. 
The country above Mukden swarms with wild animals, 
and their raw skins and furs are brought here for sale. 
There are more than forty tanneries in and about the 
| city, and one sees leather and fur stores everywhere. 
The fur shops are all open. The skins are displayed 
| Just as they come from the tannery and also sewed to- 
gether in the shape of the mandarin coat. Such a coat 


is‘ large and full, the fur being afterward cut and fitted. 


to the shape of the wearer. Many such furs are used 
for linings, the outsides being of brocaded satin or silk, 
and some are worn by the Chinese with the hair out- 
ward, the lining being of silk or other materials. There 
are also rugs of various sizes and furs for sale to for- 
eign dealers, such as sable and fox. There are buyers 
who come here from all parts of Asia, and large ship- 
ments are made every winter to Shanghai, Tientsin and 
Peking. 

During the coldest weather, the Tartars 10 the north- 
ern part of the empire wear almost nothing else but 
furs of one kind or another. The coolies have suits of 
sheepskins and goatskins, while the nabobs wear fox- 
skins, mink and sable. The Mancha houses are_poorly 
heated, and fur-lined clothes are worn indoors and out. 
As a rule, the best furs are exported. I had thought to 
have bought an overcoat here, but am told that I can 
purchase one at a much lower price in Peking. 

As to the extent of the fur trade, it is enormous. In 
addition to the vast quantity used by the natives sev- 
eral hundred thousand skins are annually exported. A 
large part of the product goes to America, and among 
the things sent there are thousands of dogskin mats 
and dogskin rugs, as well as bales of squirrel tails and 
fox tails for muffs and hat decoration. 

Some of the furs are fine. There are tiger skins, 
which bring as high as $400, and leopard skins at from 
#20 to $60 apiece. Something like 5000 sables are an- 
nually exported, the best of them yielding $45 a skin. 
Last year, about 2000 silver foxes were sold, some of 
which netted $59 a skin. Over 20,000 red fox furs 
brought from $10 to $30 each, and as to the skins of 
wolves, badgers, goats and lambs, they are sold" by the 
tens of thousands. 


Manchuria’s Dog Farms. 


The biggest part of the fur trade with America is in 
dogskins. The country is so cold that this animal grows 
a long thick coat worth so much that dogs are raised 
for their skins. The best skins bring $4 apiece, and 
they make beautiful rugs. 
dog farms between here and Siberia, where the animals 
are bred for.this purpose. They are killed just before 
spring, while their coats are still long and warm. The 
killing is done by strangulation, for the reason that a 
knife might injure the fur. The dogs of the cities are 
treated in the same way. I see many in Mukden today 
which I doubt not will be turned into American rugs in 
the next year or so. 

The people here look upon dogs as so much live stock, 
and bitterly resent their being killed on the ground of 
hydrophobia or for sanitary reasons. At the close of 
the Russian war, when the Japanese took possession of 
Mukden, they cornered the dog market, and made some- 
thing like 350.000 in selling the skins. The scheme was 
originated by a party of Japanese traders, who are 
charged with bribing certain of their military officials 
into passing an order that all the dogs of the city 
should be destroyed on the ground of hydrophobia. This 
order enabled their own killers to accompany them, and 
thus they got possession of the skins, which numbered 
some 20,000 or so. Among these were many pet dogs. 
The people would not stand such an outrage today. 


Dogs for Dowries. 


In,the northern parts of Manchuria it is said that dog 
farming is carried on much after the manner of sheep 
farming in Australia. In some places the dogs are 
reared in connection with goats, and a single farm may 
In such regions dogs are often 
given as wedding presents, and a girl may receive a 
half-dozen as her dowry. Inasmuch as a dog is ready 
to breed in eight months, it will be seen that a fortune 


could easily arise from such a beginning. Such dogs 


are fed upon millet; and they have also what they can 
get by foraging outside. The flesh of the animal is 
used for food, dog meat being largely eaten in. both 
Manchuria and Korea. In Seoul, there are certain_sea- 
sons when the flesh of these animals is consid the 
sweetest. I have tasted dog roast in Seoul and in Can- 
ton I once yisited a nn where a dog stew was 
cooking. 


Some Queer Medicines. 


Connected with the fur business are certain drugs, 
which come in as a by-product. Among these are 
Several thousand pounds of 
tigers’ .bones are annually exported from Manchuria to 
china, and the deer horns used for the same purpose 
numbered 1600 pairs in one year. A good pair of such 
horns is worth $25, and one with many antlers will 
bring as much as $200. ‘ 

The Manchus use dog meat as medicine, and as a 
rule the flesh of a black dog is considered the best. Not 


long ago, a German Consul came here bringing two pet 


dachshunds along. One was brown and the other black. 
At about the same time, a Chinese doctor had a Man- 
chu mandarin as one of his patients, and was trying to 
cure him. The mandarin had the dropsy, against which 
the doctor’s tiger bones and cats’ claws did not avail. 
One day the doctor saw the German Consul going along 
with his puppies, and he straightway told his patient 
that the only medicines that would really cure his drop- 
sical legs were two long-barreled, short-legged dogs with 
drooping ears.

BOOM FOR SALT RISING BREAD. 


KANSAS HOUSEWIVES ARE FOLLOWING THE 
LEAD OF GOV. STUBBS. 

[New York Sun:] A revolution in breadmaking has 
taken place in Kansas, and Gov. Stubbs is responsible 
for it. During the campaign last fall in more than 100 
speeches he extolled the virtues of old-fashioned salt 
rising bread. He told his audience that the strength 
and endurance which enabled him to travel day and 
night in all kinds of weather was due to the fact that 
he ate salt rising bread at home three times a day. 


He recounted at all his meetings how he had per- 
suaded his daughter, Miss Lenora Stubbs, to learn to 
make salt rising bread, giving her presents from timo 
to time to encourage her. It did not matter if some 
of her batches failed to rise, he said; they were thrown 
out to the chickens and another trial made. He ap- 
pealed to the women in his audiences to discard the old 
yeast plan of making bread and try salt rising. 


“Nothing will bring more love into the home—the 
kind that endures—than salt rising bread on the diaz 
table,“ was the assurance the Governor held out to the 
women at his meetings. 


Gov. Stubbs’s Democratic opponents and many Repub- 
licans treated this talk about salt-rising brea’ as a new 
brand of Kansas grand-stand play to catch the women 
of the State. It has done more than that, it has set 
them baking salt-rising bread, and it is safe to say that 
in the last six months one-half of the women. * the 
State have made the experiment. 


Some of them have failed and gone back to yeast, 
but a large majority have been successful and are now 
sounding the praises of salt-rising bread. Many letters 
come to Gov. Stubbs from women who express their 
thanks to him for having stirred up this question. 


In talking up to a crowd of his political friends a few 
days ago, Gov. Stubbs told them that he had gaine, 
more than a pound a month since he had moved to To- 
peka with his family. He attributed his good nealth 
to salt-rising bread, the old-fashioned kind his Quaker 
mother used to bake when he was a boy on the farm in 
Douglas county. 

He has it on the table at the Executive Mansion three 
times a day, and frequently invites his political friends 
to dine with him to give them a taste of che fine bread 
his daughter bakes. The Governor and his temily be- 
lieve in the little neighborly kindnesses vhich cement 
friendship in a community. Often when they have a 
specially good batch of salt-rising bread, they wrap up 
a loaf and send it over to one of their neighbors. 


So great is the interest in the State in Gov. Stubbs's 
salt-rising bread question that a special investigation 
as to its wholesomeness is to be made at the University 
of Kansas at Lawrence this summer. As Lawrence is 
the Governor's home town and a majority of the house- 
wives there are making salt-rising bread, the tests to be 
made will be looked forward to with, interest. 

Henry Kohman in the industrial chemical department 
of the university, will make the investigation. He holds 
the fellowship which was established a year ago by the 
Master Bakers Association of Missouri and Kansas. He 
Says that a Kansas City bakery which has been making 
large quantities of salt-rising bread to supply the in- 
creased demand in the last six months reports that in 
about one batch out of every five the leaven fails to 
work, and an attempt will be made to substitute more 
scientific methods of manufacture for the hit-or-miss 
process now used. 

The chemistry of salt-rising bread has received little 
attention heretofore, but the great interest in its baking 
which has followed the speeches of Gov. Stubbs, who 
believes it is the most wholesome bread the people can 
eat, has caused the university people to test the matter 
The leavening’ power of salt-rising bread, the Law- 
rence housewives say, has been attributed to wild yeast, 
but Kohman the chemist has been unable to find yeast 
present in any form. 

He has found certain bacteria present in the dough, 
and he hopes to find a way in which these bacteria may 
be propagated in dough, which can then be dried and 
placed on the market. In that way, he says, every bak- 
ing of Gov. Stubbs’s favorite brand of bread will be 
made to rise properly. 

When Chemist Kohman completes his investigation, 
it will be published in bulletin form for free distribu- 
tion among the people of the State. The university 
people say they will then be able to decide as te the 
health-giving properties of as kind of bread. 


Dining at the Mermaid Club.

But for the benefit of the uninitiated, let me first ex- 
plain that the “mugger” is a gentleman who conducts 
a photographic studio at which only complimentary sit- 
tings are given and where the sitter, i. e., the “mugged,” 
is guaranteed two different poses, as well as real noto- 
riety and the honor of having his portrait study entered 
in the municipal salon, otherwise known as the “rogues” 
gallery.” | 


Jumped Out Six-Story Window. 


It is the terror of having to choose between exile and 
merciless, unending hounding by the police that has 
made the chair of “mugger” loom up well nigh as black 
and formidable as the electric chair—in Greater New 
York at least. A man stung to the quick with this ter- 
ror was one Samuel Levine, arrested some time ago in 


a Brooklyn tenement, where the police believed him 


about to commit arson, with benzine. They locked him 


up overnight and next day took him to police headquar- 
ters, where he was brought to the mugger’s studio, on 
the sixth floor. Levine took one terrified glance at the 
mugger’s camera and jumped through that sixth-story 
window to the pavement below, where a group of pedes- 
trians gathered around his quivering body. And right 
in this same city of Brooklyn has just been brought to a 
ci se another mugging case which has brought things 
to an issue for the gentle art in question. 

Dickens’s “Little Joe” to Date. | 
Have you ever wept over the plight of Dickens’ “little 

Joe“ —the poor, innocent street urchin of “Bleak House,” 
whom the police were forever dogging and: hounding 
and prodding to move on.” Mugging was an art*as 
yet undiscovered in thoge days, but poor little Joe's in- 
nocent face became known to the police as that of a sus- 
picious character, and forever after that there was no 
rest in London for his weary head. 

But that was a dim pirture of grim times out of date. 
Let us turn to our own glorious twentieth century—age 
of reform and of personal liberty. 

Two years ago, or, to be more explicit, June 16, 1907, 
the Brooklyn police arrested a lad on the streets: They 
had no warrant for his arrest, and they let him languish 

all night in a stuffy cell. Next morning he was taken 
to this same dread chamber whence Levine had left by 

the sixth-story window, and here the boy was “mugged.” 
Not only that, he was stripped and measured—subjected 
to all of the indignities of a felon. And what monstrous 
crime had this youth committed to warrant such indigni- 
ties? Next day when taken before a magistrate no com- 
plaint whatever could be made against him and he was 
discharged. Yet, nevertheless, and notwithstanding this 
discharge, his mug was hung up in the salon of rogues 
and his name was entered in the index of felons. 
Arrested “On Sight.“ | 

But after this boy’s release, new vicissitudes com- 
menced to cross his path, It got noised about his neigh- 


borhood that he was a rogues’-gallery exhibit, and this 
was enough for the denizens of the gutter. So when-

New York Supreme Court, who, on investigating the 
matter, preferred the charges against thé police authori- 
ties which resulted in the Mayor’s order upon Commis- 
sioner of Police Bingham to remove the innocent boy’s 
photograph from the rogues’ gallery; to hand these, to- 
gether with the negatives and the youth's Bertillon 
measurements, over to the latter's pert to dismiss 


the officials implicated in the lad’s per 
over this affair that Mayor McClellan and Police Com- 
missioner Bingham fell out, the latter being dismissed 
because he would not remove the implicated officials, al- 
though he did return the pictures, negatives and meas- 
urements to the father of this boy, George Duffy. The 
splash which Gen. Bingham’s dismtssal made in the 
world of politics eclipsed the real import of the incident 
—the assurance that the New York police may no longer 
exhibit the “mugs” of innocents, albeit they may still 
enjoy ad libitum the gentle art of “sweating” false tes- 
timony out of suspects subjected to the psychic cruelties 
of the “third degree.” | | 4 
Molineux’s Appeal Futile. i 

But the police could still be mugging away at inno- 
cent men, women and children to their hearts’ content 
had it not been for an agitation sprung a few years back 
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by Roland B. Molineux. About 1903. State Senator Rior- 
dan offered at Albany a bill for the return of all rogues’- 
gallery material of persons who have been acquitted or 
have died. The bill passed both houses and came up 
to the then Gov. Ben Odell for signature. But the police 
authorities ‘persuaded him to veto it. Not only were 
they unwilling to let an innocent man get up, once he 
was down, but they could not condescend even to let up 
on an unfortunate after the angel of death had wiped 
his record clean. The day following the veto, Molineux, 
having been acquitted of the poisoning of Mrs. Kath- 
erine Adams, applied to a judge for an order requiring 
that his rogues’-gallery pictures and measurements be 
expunged from the State records and returned to him. 
He argued that his acquittal made his status the same 
as. though he had never 


privacy. But the application was denied on the grounds 
of public policy, and Molineux lost also on appeal. 
Then Assemblyman Eagleton got another bill through 
the Legislature requiring the return of photographs and 
measurements of a person, and all copies of the same, 
when criminal proceedings against him were dismissed. 
Gov. Hughes had now ¢ome ‘n, and he signed this law, 
which the police just violated in the Duffy case. 


The Baltimore Case. 
And now the sovereign State of Maryland comes for- 
ward to the relief of the mugged innocents, the issue 
here being raised by William F. Downs, recently arrested 
on a charge of embezzlement from the city of Balti- 
more. 
This man refused to be “mugged” when arrested. He 
got a lawyer and took the matter into court. The case 


has just passed the Court of Appeals at Annapolis, which 


decides that the police have no right to place Downs’ 
picture in the rogues’ gallery until he is convicted of 
some crime. The police department is, however, per- 
mitted to photograph Downs and hold his negative 
against conviction. But the ruling specifies: “We must 
not be understood by so ruling to countenance the plac- 
ing in the rogues’ gallery of the photograph of any per- 
son, not an habitual criminal, who has been arrested

Thanks to these changed conditions, the number of 
revenue agents killed by moonshiners does not now av- 
erage so much as one a year. A marked improvement, 
this, as may be judged from the fact that in a period of 
eleven years from 1871 to 1882, thirty-five government 
deputies engaged in raiding stills were slain, and sixty- 
one wounded. Three ¢onsecutive years, when the illicit 
business was most fiercely resisting interference, wit- 
nessed the deaths of twenty-five raiders. But the figures 
quoted do not include deputy marshals killed while ar- 
resting moonshiners; and, as for the “wild catters” 
themselves, no official record has ever been kept of the 


mortality among them, though it was undoubtedly large. 


During a period of five years, from 1877 to 1881, no 
fewer than 5000 illicit stills were seized, and 8000 moon- 
shiners were arrested. When it is considered that the 


— 


product of the average wild-cat'“ plant is five gallons 
a day, it will be obvious that this meant a very con- 


siderable loss of tax to the government. 
ing, in the last thirty years about 30,000 stills have been 
captured, the greatest number in 1898, when 2400 were 
destroyed—nearly half of them in the State of Georgia. 


In Kentucky, which was formerly a stronghold of the 


“wild catters,” there is now comparatively little illicit 


distilling. There is even yet a good deal of it, how- 


ever, in the mountains of North Carolina and the north- 


ern half of Georgia, in which States the industry goes 
by the name of “blockading.” The term “moonshining” 
belongs to Kentucky and Tennessee, while in Alabama 
the business is called “wild catting.” The worst locality 
in the United States at the present time, and most dan- 
gerous to revenue agents, is Stokes county, N.C., near 
the Virginia line. 3 | 

In the good old times moonshine whisky was com- 
monly shipped for long distances for sale. Saloon- 
yeepers in Atlanta, for instance, bought considerable 
quantities, the stuff being fetched usually in wagons 
from the rural districts where it was made, hidden be- 
neath an ostensible load of vegetables, or occasionally 
carried on muleback. In the latter case, two kegs in a 
long sack were slung across the back of the animal, and 
the proprietor of the fluid merchandise was, as a rule, 
ready to shoot if an officer of the law attempted to halt 
him. Nowadays, however, very little illicit liquor is 
sent into the “settlements,” and the sale of it is almost 
wholly local, save in a few districts of North Carolina. 

The moonshine stil! is always located in some inaccess- 
ible spot—perched on a cliff that may easily be defended 
by a couple of men against a score, or hidden in a cav- 
ern underground, or concealed amid thick woods in a 
defile between hills so lofty that the curling smoke tells 
no tale to the keen-eyed government raiders. Plenty of 
cold water—the one thing absolutely indispensable—is 
supplied by a mountain streamlet. As for apparatus, all 
that is needed is a few wooded casks, a copper kettle, 
and a coil of metal tubing. Often the kettle is extempo- 
rized out of two or three square yards of sheet copper. 
The casks, too, are as likely as not to be home-made. 
But the metal tubing must be purchased in town, and is 
so precious that, when not in actual use, it is carefully

Studying Diseased Minds. 


REMARKABLE WORK DONE BY SCI- 

ENTISTS AT WASHINGTON. 

By a Special Contributor. 

YOUNG girl was led into a cool, darkened room 
Ant told to sit in a big chair; whose headrest, great 
arms, and soft cushions gave her ease and com- 
fort. Following the directions of the man who was with 
her, she leaned far back in the chair and closed her eyes. 
In the room there was perfect quiet. The girl's fair 
hair was stirred the slightest bit by the breeze from a 
noiseless electric fan. _Everything in the room, the at- 
mosphere and the furnishings, suggested peace and 

calm. | 

„Don't think about anything,” said‘ the man. “Let 
your mind rest. Don’t worry. Just rest.” 

There followed several minutes of absolute silence, 
while the girl’s breathing became more regular, and her 
senses were lulled by the comfort of her surroundings. 

Then, noiseless!y and swiftly, the man bent forward 
and struck the girl sharply on the knee. 

“Suicide!” he exclaimed, in a commanding tone, at 
the moment he struck her on the knee. 

She sat up straight, her first look of surprise succeeded 
by intense interest. 

“Yes, I remember now,” she said, with great relief. 
“It was in a theater and I saw a man kill himself.“ 

“All of this scene, as it has been described here, the 
girl entering the room and the man giving directions 
and then crying out the word “Suicide” had required 
something less than seven minutes; but in that time a 
human mind had been saved, and the girl who had been 
committed to a lunatic asylum had been put well on the 

“road to the recovery of all her mental faculties. 


The Work at St. Elizabeth's. 


It is merely an example of the extraordinary work 
which is being done at the Government Hospital for the 
Insane by Dr. Shepherd Ivory Franz, who is in charge of 
the institution’s psychological laboratory. This hospi- 
tal for the insane, located four miles outside of Wash- 
ington and supported by the United States government 
for the care of the insane of the army and navy and 
the District of Columbia, has the greatest psychological 
laboratory in America, and possibly in the world. The 
results it has accomplished under Dr. Franz and the 
supervision of Dr. William A. White, head of the entire 
institution, have aroused the interest and admiration of 
the medical profession in every civilized country. 

The laboratory is run on the broad theory that not all 
cases of mental disease can be fathomed and treated by 
physical means—that is, by feeling the pulse, noting the 
effects of various diets on the individual, and so on 
through the catalogue of mechanical methods employed 
by the older schools of psychiatrists. Rather, it is run 
on the principle that the mental hahits of the patients 
and the effects of words and on their minds 
must be studied until at last a clew is found which will 
lead to the speedy cure of the diseased man or woman. 
A patient is cured simply by virtue of the impression 
one word makes on his mind. 

In the case of the girl mentioned at the beginning of 
this article the problem confronting Dr. Frans was to 
discover why she was possessed of an unreasoning fear 
of anything that had the color red. It was a remarkable 
case. Here was a young woman who was seized with 
the most abject terror whenever she saw red carpets, 
red roofs, or anything red. At such times, no argu- 
ments or persuasions could quiet her fears. She was, 
without apparent reason, in the grip of a horror pathetic 
to see. 

Not Insane Immediately. 


But as soon as Dr. Franz had exclaimed “suicide” to 
her, she remembered she had seen the man commit sui- 
cide at a theater by cutting his throat, and that the sight 
of the blood had made a profound impression on her. 
She had not gone insane at the time, but in a few weeks 
her horror at the sight of red had become so pronounced 
that her mind was unbalanced. When the incident was 
recalled to her by the doctor’s one word she remem- 
bered that since her terror of red had developed she had 
forgotten all about having seen the suicide. It is a pe- 
culiar feature of these cases of insanity that while the 


increase, the patient forgets the original experience 
altogether. Having recalled to the girl’s mind by the 
right word the cause of her fear of the color, it was an 
easy matter for the doctor to argue her back to a normal 
realization that there was nothing to fear from anything 
simply because it was red. The patient's complete re- 
covery soon followed. 

This girl belonged to the class of patients known as 
“curable” or “recoverable.” But the problem for the 
hospital is to insure the cure, and to do it promptly, not 
merely to wait for them to die or get well, as the case 
may be. If one of this class of patients were to die 
from typhoid fever, pneumonia, or any disease which 
kills without affecting the structure of the brain, an au- 
topsy would show that the patient’s brain did not differ 
in the slightest degree from the brain structure of a 
person mentally normal. This is the baffling thing about 
such cases. They become mentally deranged, while their 
brains show no reason for it. The cause cannot be dis- 
covered in their physical make-ups. Therefore, there 
remains only one place in which to seek the cause and 
the cure, that wider field which is variously known as 
the mind, the spirit, or the soul. 7 

In this work, Dr. White and Dr. Franz have taken the 
lead. Every day Dr. Franz leads men and women into 
the cool, pleasant room with the easy arm chair and the 
noiseless electric fan. Every day he suggests to them 
word after word, giving them this instruction: 

“Be perfectly calm. Let your mind rest. And, when 


E ee eee [1 pronounce a word, tell me at once the first thing that 


it suggests to your mind.” : 

On some days there are no appreciable results. On 
others, a cure is started and soon completed. It is purely 
and simply psychological work, an improvement on the 
theories of Prof. Munsterberg, who claims to be able to 
detect criminals if they will tell him at once what is 
suggested to him by the words he pronounces in their 
hearing. Dr. Franz has a harder work to do. In trying 
to recreate past events, he deals with minds that are un- 
balanced, and he has to be able to differentiate the nor- 
ma! from the abnormal results, memory from imagina- 
tion. It is a tedious, sometimes an almost endless task 
of pronouncing word after word without result of any 
kind. With one case, he used more than 8000 words 
without finding the clew to what had unbalanced the 
mind with which he had been dealing. 

A better illustration of the work than the case of the 
girl was that of a young man who had come to the hos- 
pital afraid to go out of the door of his bedroom. 
Nothing would induce him to go out of his room. 


Nothing short of force could move him through the 


door. His condition had become so pitiable that his 
friends and family had sent him to the hospital in the 
forlorn hope that something might be done for him. He 
was taken into the cool, darkened room many times. He 
was given hundreds of words without result. 

Dr. Franz said to him: “Hole.” It brought no re- 
sponse. “Bang,” meant to signify the slamming of a 
door, on the theory that he had been hurt or mentally 
shocked by the swift closing of a door, brought the an- 
swer, “Gun,” which led nowhere. Many more words of 
the same tenor created on the young fellow’s mind no 
picture at all, made no chain of coherent ideas. 


At length, one afternoon in the darkened room, after 
several minutes of silence, the doctor exclaimed: 

“Trench!” 

That, it turned out, was the magic word. 

“Under me, something deep,” answered the young 
man. 

“A long, deep trench,” suggested the doctor. 

This brought no response, but, after many trials, the 
suggestion was male: “You were running when you 
saw it.“ | 

That again was the right idea, and thus, by the slow- 
est way possible, with many blind alleys of clews, the 
story of this man's affliction was laid bare. The doctor 
had sought it for weeks and weeks. It was deeper work 
than hunting murder clews, more baffling than trying to 
find a motive for crime, more discouraging than digging 
for fabled treasure. He had been compelled to use only 


one weapon, the vocabulary of the English language, to 


go on, day by day, a word at a time, in the hope that 
it might pierce the dead wall of the patient's forgetfui- 
ness, the fortress of his disease, and lead back to sanity. 


The Insane Man’s Story. 


The story he got was this: . 

The young man had been running for a street 
day when in a great hurry, and had spriated nea 
a block in pursuit of it He had his left hand raised to 
take hold of the bar on the side of the car, and 
about to make a spring for the running board, whem he 
saw yawning before him a deep trench, which extended 
all the way across the street. This trench had been 
made for the purpose of laying gas and sewer pipes, and 
was too broad for him to leap across. He had been 
compelled to stop short. His escape from a terrific fall 
and the shock of the realization of his danger had made 
a great impression on him. , 

For awhile he remembered about seeing the deep, 
wide trench. Then he forgot about it, and he began to 
be afraid of walking in open fields or public squares. 
Later, he would not cross the street unless some one 
went with him, holding him by the arm. After that, he 
was afraid to cross the yard between his front door and 
that of his neighbor. Finally, he was terrified by the 
thought of crossing the hall or leaving his bedroom. All 
this took two or three years to develop. 

After Dr. Franz, by infinite patience and investigation, 
had established the story of how the shock had occurred, 
and after the patient had clearly recalled it, the recov- 
ery was rapid. The doctor argued to him, as he had ar- 
gued to the girl and to thousands of others, that his fear 
was unreasonable and unnecessary. The patient saw the 
force of the argument, and in a comparatively short time 
was a well man. } 

Men Realize They Are Crazy. 

“The popular belief that no crazy man knows when he 
is crazy,” said Dr. Franz, in discussing the matter, “1s 
far from the truth. Some of them don't, and some of 


them do.” 
The patients of the class like the girl who feared red and 


the man who feared the open places, know that they are 


mentally unbalanced, and they want to get well. Once 
they have been shown the causes of their troubles and 
the folly of being in the grip of such fears, their recov- 


ery is rapid. These patients come under the heading of 


the “phobias.” The man who feared the open places had 
agoraphobia. The people who are afraid of closed places 
have claustrophobia. Those afraid of fire are pyropho- 
biacs, and those who fear, dirt have mysophobia. 

The records of the Government Hospital for the In- 


sane show the case of a mysophobiac who washed his 


hands as often as the attendants wou let him. They 
finally agreed that he could do this eight times a day. 
On one occasion his attendant left him in the bathroom 
a few minutes, and upon returning found that he had 


used seventy towels in his furious fear of dirt and his 


wiki desire to have his hands clean.

A Quaint Crry Witn His 
TORIC INTEREST. 
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ITUATED on a plateau forty feet above the south 
8 bank, eighteen miles from the Atlantic, the quaint 


old city in the form of a parallelogram looks dow 


upon the muddy river from which it takes its name. 


The city was founded by Gen. James Edward Ogle- 


thorpe, who was befriended by a native Indian chief, 
and in memoriam, the Colonial Dames have caused to be 
placed in the heart of the city a big granite boulder 
with a heavy bronze plate thereon inscribed: . 
IN MEMORY OF TOMO-CHI-CHI, 
The Mico of the Yamacraws, 
The Companion of Oglethorpe, 
And the 


ey Friend and Ally of the Colony of Georgia. 


This stone has here been placed by the Georgia 
Society of the Colonial Dames of 
America. 1739 (Georgia.) 1879. 

Gen. Oglethorpe is by no means the only historic 
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celebrity whose career is associated with the past of this 
beautifud Southern city. Here John Wesley founded the 
first Sunday-school in the world, fifty years before John 
Raikes established his Sunday-school at Gloucester, 
Eng., and eighty years before the first Sunday-school 
was established in New York. This Sunday-schoo] ex- 
ists to the present day. With John Wesley came George 
Whitfield, both helping to build the Savannah of colo- 
nial days. Im 1744, the first commercial house in Geor- 
gia was established by James Habersham and Charles 
Harris. Joseph, the son of James Habersham, was the 
first Postmaster-General of the United States, serving 
under Washington, Adams and Jefferson. ‘ 


The friend and compatriot of Washington and Greene, 
the illustrious Lafayette, visited Savannah in his declin- 
ing years, and laid the corner stones of the monuments 
The inscriptions upon the mar- 
ble shafts are respectively:

gis account of service in the Philippines is but a 
uin. straightforward tale of events culled from the 
diary of a soidier in the ranks, There is no more 
in the narrative than what actually burst from 
the wounds of the soldiers, and there is no more vivid 
of hardship than was actually endured. :

Great speed was necessary, as the captain of the trans- 
port was in a great rush to get back to Manila. In the 
morning we left the transport | 

As the boat on which I had been ordered approached 
the shore we were surprised to see 200 savage-looking 
Moros, all armed with spears and long steel bolo knives, 


drawn up to await our coming. The nearer these Moros 


came within range the more savage did they appear. In 
height, they averaged about five feet three inches. Their 
hair was very long and tied up in a huge Psyche knot 
at the back of the head, and their teeth were coal black. 

On shore we learned that this was a party of friendly 
savages who had offered to accompany us on an expedi- 
tion against the Lake Moros in the interior of the island. 
There was good and sufficient reason for our contem- 
plated expedition against the Moros in the interior. 
Since the arrival of the other battalions of our regi- 
ment in the Philippines they had lost three men through 
treacherous attacks by bolomen, and others had been 
seriously wounded. Private Morris was attacked from

First Move to the Front. | | 


On April 9, the first actual move against the Moros in 
the interior was made.

Here we halted, 
and after pitching the small shelter tents, drew rations 
and cooked our bacon and coffee. Then we went to 
sleep—that is, some of us did. The others were not yet 
tsed to sleeping on the bare ground.

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day before. 
across the trail, and there was a trench about thirty feet 


come up with rations and ammunition. The mules also 
carried four mountain guns belonging to the Twerty-fifth 
Battery in sections on their backs, this being the only 
way they could be transported. On this day the men 
suffered for lack of water,.as we did not come across 
any water fit to drink after leaving camp in the morn- 
ing. In the afternoon we were unexpectedly attacked by 
a swarm of hornets. They were so thick we had to beat 
them off our faces and hands with our hats. I was 
stung on the lip, and it swelled up to the size of a plum. 
By a miracle we prevented a stampede among the 
horses, although we lost three mules carrying rations. 
These were recovered next day. — 


Just before dark, we found a spot that bore evidence 
of occupation by the Moros not more than the 
Trees had been chopped down and thrown 


long and five feet deep with an exit at one end through 
which to escape. Th rth was still fresh, and it looked 
as though they had intended to make a stand here, and 
we had surprised them. 


There being good water close at hand, the column was 
halted here and camp made for the night. The boys all 
rushed for the water as soon as possible, and canteens 
were filled with the liquid, which was fresh and cold. 
Then after our hard day's march and a supper of hard- 
tack and canned salmon, I was detailed to go on guard 
for the night. 

On the morning of April 19, at daybreak, a detachment 
of the command was sent out to try to locate the enemy. 
In a short time they returned and reported that they had 
encountered a strong body of Moros about two miles 
ahead and been fired upon. 

Col. Baldwin then ordered the troops to move for- 
ward at once. Companies A, B and D, under the com- 
mand of Capt. Moore, and the Twenty-fifth Battery, un- 
der Capt. McNair, preceded the Second Battalion of the 
Twenty-seventh, commanded by Maj. Scott, and Com- 
pany H was left behind to guard the camp. 

We had marched but a short distance when we found 
ourselves in the open. It was a big relief to get out of 
the jungle, where we were always in fear of being am- 
bushed by the savage bolomen. In the open, we would 
have a fair chance to give battle. 

Fort Gadungan was the name of the Moro stronghold 
we were now approaching. Wher we came up the moun- 
tain battery was already in position and had opened up. 
The infantry had been deployed as skirmishers, and we 
rushed the position. When we got inside the fort, the 
enemy had fled. We were ordered to make camp here, 


and we named our position Camp Baldwin Hill in honor 


of,the colonel. 
Attacked While in Camp. 


Late in the afternoon when the sun was just about to 
sink below the horizon and supper was being prepared, 
we were startled by a volley directly in our front about 
500 yards distant. One man was slightly injured by a 
splinter. Call to arms was sounded, and G Company, 
stationed in front of us, fired a volley in retern. The 
companies were prepared to move at a moment's notice, 
but as there was no further firing,.we were dismissed 
after having been under arms for about an hour. Dur- 
ing the night, shots were fired into the camp at intervals, 
but no one was injured, and we did not return the fire. 


Tcok Moros by Surprise. 


April 20, far ahead in the distance, barely discern- 
ible to the naked eye, we could make out little brown 
spots moving rapidly toward a point a long distance 
ahead. About 1 o'clock in the afternoon, Company G, 
under Capt. Phillips, stole away from camp and by a 
flank movement took the Moros by surprise. He dis- 
persed the body, killing eight Moros and capturing many 
bolos, spears and shields. On the night of the 20th, the 
Moros did not fire into the camp, having apparently 
learned a lesson. 

The next day the entire command excepting H Com- 
pany, which remained in camp as guard, moved on Fort 
Paualus. This stronghold was captured without loss 
to the Americans, although the Moros suffered 
much loss. Among the killed in the fort was the Datto 
of Paualus. Here we captured another mass of Moro 
weapons and ammunition. Later, Fort Ganassi, a resist- 
ance place about 1800 yards from Fort Paualas, surren- 
dered without resistance, and the troops returned to 
camp. On the way back, scattering shots were fired at 
us from time to time, but the Moros were bad marks- 


men and we escaped injury. 


Early on the morning of April 30, the entire force 
moved out from Baldwin Hill to march on Lake Lanoa, 
where the Moros had evidently retreated and gathered 
for a final stand. Late in the afternoon, we sighted a 


large body of water which proved to be a part of Lake 


Lanoa. The heat was intense, and the column halted 


along the side of a mountain for a rest. We were about 
2000 feet above the level of the lake, and the surround- 
ing tropical country was the most beautiful I have ever 
seen. Somebody discovered a spring of fresh water and 
there was as much excitement as if a gold mine had 
been found. 

After resting for a while, we continted our march un- 
til we were within a mile of the first of a chain of forti- 
fications guarding the approach to the lake and extend- 
ing all the way around it. As it was growing dark, we 
were ordered to pitch camp. We stayed here for the 
night, and I was again picked out for picket duty. 

On May 1, about 9:30, a party of Moros passing up the 
the lake in canoes fired several shots at a detail. who 
went down to the lake to get water for the camp. They 
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Remington rifle and the other a bolo. 


waved their spears and krises and jumped around in 
the boats, yelling defiance. Just before noon, Col. Ba - 
win, accompanied by E Company, went out to within 


1000 yards of Fort Binadayan to study a plan of attack 


and to find out the strength of the enemy. The Moros 
could be seen in great numbers on top of the walls of 
the fort. They were beating tomtoms and yelling at 
the top of their voices; 
song. When the colonel had studied the situation care- 
fully, the company was ordered to return to camp. 


In the afternoon, the commanding officer sent a note 
to the Sultan in command of the Moro forces demand- 
ing the return of the American horses that had been sto- 
len from Troop A, Fifteenth Cavalry, and also insisted 
that the murderers of the American soldiers be given 
up. He gave the Moros until noon the next day to sur- 


render. 


During the morning of May 2, the Moros fired into 


camp frequently, attempting to draw us on to their forti- 
fications. At noon, no answer having been received 
from the Sultan, Col. Baldwin ordered the troops to ad- 
vance and engage the enemy. Just before we moved out, 
our company commander, Capt. Rogers, gave all men 
who felt sick a chance to fall out. At this time there 
were already ten men of our company on the sick list. 
We left our blanket rolls behind under guard. 


Fort Captured. 3 


Companies A and B and the Twenty-fifth Battery took 
the advance, followed by Companies E, F, G and H, and 
then headquarters. On the way, we passed many native 
huts, and Company E wasbsent out in squads to destroy 
them. As we came up with the head of the column, the 
battery opened up, dropping shells among a group of 
trees where Moros had been seen. G Company then 
charged on the position, capturing and destroying it. 

A short distance to the left, shots were coming from 
the treetops. The Moro sharpshooters were driven from 
this position easily, and we then advanced on Fort Bina- 
dayan. The battery opened fire again at 1000 yards, and 
after they had done as much efficient work as possible. 
ceased firing, and Companies E, F and G were sent for- 
ward in open order under the command of Maj. Scott. 
The Moros having retreated to Fort Pandapatan, this 
position was taken without much resistance. Upon arri- 
val within the breastworks we found many dead savages. 
So far as I could learn, our only casualty was one private 
wounded. 

When we came within plain view of Fort Pandapatan 
we were convinced that this was the chief Moro stronz- 
hold. All the Moros that escaped from Fort Binadayan 
had retreated here. The battery having advanced to the 
hill of Binadayan, commanding the second fort, it again 
commenced firing, dropping the shells with deadly accu- 
racy inside the embankments of Fort Pandapatan, some 
900 yards away. Company E was stationed just behind 
the battery while they were in action, and I had an op- 
portunity of watching the course of almost every projec- 
tile. The range was perfect. Every shot was perfect. 
and we gave three rousing cheers when a well-aimed 
shot brought down two red flags of the enemy flying 
over their fortifications. 


A Sharp Engagement. 


As soon as the battery ceased firing, the infantry vn 


again ordered to advance. Company G was some dis 
tance ahead to the right, and F Company assaulted tho 
position on the left. E Company was held in reserve fo. 
a while, and was then ordered forward while B Compan; 
took our place as the reserve. At this stage, the Mor: 
commenced a heavy fire as we approached the fort, but 
we advanced steadily, passing three rows of abandoned 
trenches. I noticed many dead Moros lying about. The 
enemy had arranged all kinds of savage schemes t 
delay our passage. There were deep pits dug and then 
concealed under vegetation, and down at the bottom of 
the pits there were sharp-pointed stakes protruding from 
the ground. 

Within 100 yards of the fort the shots were coming so 
thick and fast that we were ordered to lie down. We 
had been in this position but a short time when F Com- 


pany, which had already charged the fort on the left, 


began to call for help, shouting that their ammunition 
had given out and that they were being cut to pleces. 
We then made a dash for the fort, and joined F Com- 

Officers Shot. 


This company was certainly in a bad way, and were 
now without an officer. First Lieut. Vicars was in- 
stantly killed early in the fight, and Second Lieut. Joss- 
man was injured so badly that he died three months 
later. When the Moros saw that F Company’s ammuni- 
tion was giving out, they came out of the fort by an un- 
derground passage and began a hand-to-hand fight, using 
krises and bolo knives. Many of the boys had been 
killed and more wounded by this time. The Moros were 
absolutely without fear of death, and exhibited most re- 
markable vitality. 
one receive at least six bullets in his anatomy and still 
be on his feet fighting desperately. 

While I was in the trench just below the wall of the 
fort, trying to pick off some Moros who were raising 
their heads above the wall, I discovered two of the sav- 
ages approaching me from the other end. One had a 
I raised my gun 
quickly and dropped the first within ten feet of me, and 
if I mistake not, First Sergeant Johnson, who happened 
to be on top of the trench at the time, finished the other 
savage. 

When this happened, I was kneeling on the corpse of 
what looked to be one of the head tribesmen of the sav- 
ages, called a datto. He wore a very fancy waist and a 
silk sash around his body. A little later Capt. Moore of 
B Company came staggering by with an ugly gash on 
the side of his head, shouting: “Give it to them, boys!”

T O be quite exact, there were five of us, if you count

Spare Ribs and Closer. We failed to detect Spare

MARVELS OF UP-TO-DATE METHODS OF TRANS- 
MISSION FOR THE PRESS. 


(Tit-Bits:] Are cables doomed? One may well ask 
the question after learning of the wonderful develop- 
ment of wireless telegraphy, not only in regard to the 
facilities with which private messages can be dispatched 
overseas, but also in connection with modern journal- 
ism. 

American correspondents of the principal English 


preference to the old-time cable every day, and, accord- 
ing to the chairman of Reuter’s Telegraph Agency, the 
greatest journalistic coup of the year was the news re- 
ceived at Melbourne by wireless telegraphy from Fiji 
of the progress of the American battleships, when 1200 
miles away.

The first newspaper to take advantage of the wonder- 
ful Marconi invention was the Times, to whose offices 
close upon 2000 words are transmitted by wireless teleg- 
raphy every day. | : 

A striking illustration of the advantages which the 
wireless system confers upon the press of today fs af- 
forded by the Cunard Daily Bulletin, a journal or some 
years’ standing, which is published every day on the 
principal Cunarders, no matter how many miles they 
may be from land, and which contains all the most im- 
portant items of news. [ts contemporary, the Marconi 
Atlantic News, has, says the Times, commenced a ca- 
reer on board vesssels of other lines, and il shortly 
have even a larger number of local editions than the 
older journal. The news is flashed from the various

Any ‘good-natured operator will give 
one the time of day upon request, and in the smaller 
towns one can often find out where the fire is, and 
whether or not they have caught the man who broke 
into Squire Miller’s barn. But it has remained for 
Budapest, way off in telephonically barbarous Europe, to 
make mplete the use of the telephone as a news 
bureau. 

-he scheme is a news service, which is turned on at 
Stated times throughout the day. In the morning, the 
day’s programme is announced, so that the subscriber 
may take up his receiver and listen whenever the things 
that he is interested in are on tap. There are hours for 
stock quotations and business news, parliamentary news 
and weather forecasts. In the late afternoon, café 
music is turned on, and in the evening, opera. Thus 
does the Budapest telephone company make eavesdrop- 
ping and gossiping on the wire a source of profit to 
them, as they charge their patrons $7.31 per year (2 
cents a day) for this service. It is as if the whole city 
were on one party wire with everybody listening to 
what is going on. if 

It is not likely that America will soon adopt the Buda- 
pest plan. With our newspapers coming out every hour, 
our “tickers” with business and sporting news, and our 
omniscient, all-wise American “hello” girls, the need is

ALICE v. HALL. 


Palace of Egyptian King. 

The great result of the work of this year carried on at 
Memphis by Prof. Flinders Petrie under the auspices of 
the British School of Archaeology has been the discov- 
ery of the palace of King Apries, the Pharaoh Hophra of 


629-588. 
Hitherto no palace has been known in Egypt other 
than the tower at Medinet Habu and some portions of a 


rather earlier date, The palace was 400 feet long and 
2% feet broad, with a middle court 100 feet square. It 
was adorned with painted columns forty feet high and 


surrounded with stone-lined walls fifteen feet thick. The 
appreach to the palace led up through a large mass of 
buildings to a platform at a height of about sixty feet 
above the plain. 

In the ruins scale armor, hitherto rarely found in 
Egypt, was discovered. Good bronze figures of the gods 
were also found. What Prof. Petrie describes as a su- 
preme piece was the fitting of a palanquin of solid 
silver, a pound in weight, decorated with a bust of 
Hathor, with a gold face of finest workmanship of the 
time of Apries. 

The great gateway and immense walls descend deep. 
into the mound, indicating that there lie ruins of sue 
cessive palaces built one over the other. Prof. Petrie 
prophesies that in six or eight years excavators might 
iz down to the earliest records of the Egyptian king- 
dom.—[Zion’s Herald.

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SICKROOM PLANTS. 


Nor HarRMFUL, As ONCE SUPPOSED, 


Bur ARE BENEFICIAL. 


By Ernest Braunton. 


EARS ago, we were told horrible stories about the 
odor of certain plants producing death through in- 
halation in a closed room. One particularly grew- 


some tale related how a jealous rival had placed a bunch 


of tuberoses in a woman’s room and thus caused her 


death. In the light of later investigations, all these old 


fogy” tales were swept away and we now know that 
few flowers are harmful, and all plants beneficial in the 
bedroom or hospital. | 

There are a few flowers, native to the tropics, possessed 
of foetid odors that are at all times unwholesome to 
breathe, but their numbers are extremely few and no 
harm will result from sleeping near nosegays of any 
common garden blossoms. Numerous experiments, con- 
ducted by those having the fullest scientific knowledge 
of the subject, have demonstrated that not only are 
flowers harmless, but all green leaves are decidedly bene- 


. ficial, and in some hospitals they are used freely. Per- 


sons confined by sickness of any sort should have an 
‘abundance of foliage plants in the room, being careful 
to avoid ill-smelling or strong-smelling plants. Their 
beneficial effect must be plainly apparent to all who stop 
to reason on the subject. Rooms are unhealthful by 
reason of the carbonic acid gas we exhale; this the

In some cases, these attempts have been success- 
ful and innocent purchasers have been defrauded to the 
extent of their outlay. 

“As an aid to their operations, the exploiters of this 
fake have issued anonymous circulars entitled, ‘What 
Will Fertilizing With Stone Dust Accomplish?’ ‘Will 
Fertilizing With Stone Meal Pay?’ If by ‘stone meal’ 
and ‘stone dust,’ they mean the worthless materials 
they have been selling and of which this department 
has made analyses, we cheerfully answer these questions. 
Fertilizing with ‘stone dust’ will accomplish nothing. 
Fertilizing with ‘stone meal’ certainly will not pay! 

“In view of the above facts, all fertilizer consumers 
are warned against the purchase of such materials.” 


All the weed seeds from last year’s crop have sprouted

Funeral of the Late Emperor of China. 


The funeral of the late Emperor Kwang-Hsu of China, 
which took place at Peking on May 1, was observed 
upon the removal of the body from the mortuary in the 
Yellow City to the tombs which have been built for 
the royal family at the Western Hills. For the first 
time on record, aliens were permitted to witness Chi- 
nese royal obsequies—the place of honor in the cortége 
being given to the special envoys of sixteen powers. A 
pavilion also was erected in the Imperial City for the 
ladies of the Diplomatic Corps and other distinguished 
foreigners. 

The ceremonies were in accordance with the enlight- 


The images and household gods, usually displayed in 
a profusion equivalent to the wealth and importance of 
the deceased, were entirely absent, as also were the 
chanting of prayers and pounding of gongs.

ENGLISH AND AMERICAN TYPES AND 
THEIR VICISSITUDES.

ITH the introduction of the Black Orpington, the 
W once-popular Black Langshan seems to have suf- 
fered a temporary eclipse. In color markings, the 
two breeds are much alike, the radical differences being 
in smooth and feathered legs and also in station, the 
Orpington being short and blocky while the Langshan is 
much taller. The pronounced advance made by the Or- 
pington has led English breeders to. try to give more 
emphasis to station and erectness of body, giving the 
Langshan almost the appearance of some breeds in the 
Game class. It is no exaggeration to say that in not a 
_few cases the modern Langshan has become a monstros- 
ity, so completely has the once-popular type been oblit- 
erated. In this, the American breeders have refused to 
follow, with the result that possibly some of the best 
types of the breed are now to be found only on Ameri- 
can soil. It is to be hoped that the overstraining in an 
attempt to get away from the accepted Orpington type— 
which has Langshan blood as one of its bases—will not 
result in finally spoiling the breed or causing it to de- 
cline in popular favor. When bred at at its best; it 
should possess average station between the Cochins and 
Brahmas; breast deep and long, but carried well for- 
ward; back medium, but gracefully curved, with tail 
raising sharply therefrom; head rather small; neck long 
and well arched, well covered with hackle feathers; 
wings medium; tail full with abundant sickles. It is 
Important that the bone should be fine, feathers close to 
the body, and of a brilliant green sheen. Weight: 
males, 8 to 12 pounds; females, 6 to 10 pounds. In 
breeding, avoid coarseness in combs and bone, which is 
detrimental to the breed. 


Of varieties there are three, namely, Black, White and 
Blue. Of the latter two, but few are bred, the Blacks 
representinf fully 95 per cent. of the Langshans bred in 
this country. In the standard, they are of the Asiatic. 
class; in their economic significance, they are rated as 
all-purpose fowl. Their chief advantage is as counter- 
layers, for which they have long been noted, producing 
a dark-brown-shelled egg. As table fowl, they are also 
popular, though in America the white carcass, black 
plumage and dark legs are somewhat against them. 


The Black Langshan is not without its friends in 
Southern California. For the past thirty years it has 
been a feature of the showroom; some years the entries 
have been liberal, outnumbering other varieties in the 
Asiatic class: at other times, its presence has only been 
felt by a few specimens. In spite of that, however, it is 
a grand breed, and should always have its champions 
and followers among the poultry fanciers of the South- 
west. 

Two Kids Growing Hen Fruit. 


The following bit of a story by Liberty H. Bailey is 
so characteristic that we give it place. Its application 
is not limited to people in their teens by a long ways: 

Frank and Henry wanted to keep chickens all by 
themselves. They though they might sell the eggs and 
the fowls and get spending money. They knew little 
about chickens, but then, it did not matter, for chick- 
ens will take care of themselves. All there is to do is 
to give them corn and water every day—at least, so the 
boys thought. 

Both boys had a hard time the first year, but they 
kept at it. Frank finally made a success. Henry lost 
money; his hens died or did not lay, and he had to give 
up. In other words, one boy turned out to be a good 
farmer and the other a poor farmer. You have seen such 
farmers living side by side. 

I will tell you why Frank succeeded. 1. He provided 
warm and pleasant quarters for the chickens, so that the 
fowls were comfortable and contented. 2. He learned 
to like the chickens, so that he spent many of his extra 

hours watching them and caring for them. 3. He 
learned that something more is required in feeding a 
hen than merely to satisfy her appetite. Some kinds of 
food may be best for growing chicks and others for lay- 
ing hens. 4. He soon found that some hens lay more 
and larger eggs than others, and he saved eggs from 
these hens for hatching. Henry said that. “eggs are 
eggs,” and that there was “no sense in being so fussy.” 
5. He learned that eggs and poultry sell best when they 
really are best and when they are most carefully cleaned 
and neatly packed. .

Successful duck culture along commercial lines de- 
pends on forcing the growth as quickly as possible, so 
as to convert the bird into carcass at the least expense 
of tine and keep.

Unless feed is obtainable at reasonable 
prices, duck culture is quite apt to leave a rather small 
margin to the grower. Broadly speaking, grain in one 
form or another is the basic food, which must be supple- 
mented with some animal food, grit (sand) and green

When a specialty is made of producing winter eggs, it is 
important that the hens shed their feathers early, so 
that the new plumage will be grown before cold weather 
begins. Henry Van Dreser has proposed a way by which 
it is possible to cause a flock of fowls to pass through 
the molting period early and uniformly. This method 
consists in withholding part of the feed for about two 
weeks, which stops egg production and reduces the 
weight of the fowis, and then feeding heavily on a ra- 
tion suitable for the formation of the feathers and the 
general building-up of the system. This method was 
tried at the West Virginia Experiment Station with good 
results. The hens molted more rapidly and with more 
uniformity, entering winter in better condition than sim- 
ilar fowls fed continually during the molting period on 
an egg-producing ration. Whether this method is em- 
ployed or npt, the fowls should receive a more nitroge- 
nous ration than the one ordinarily fed. The addition 
of a little linseed meal during the molting period will 
aid in the production of a new coat of feathers. An in- 
crease in the amount of animal feed will also be benefi-

Loco Weds. 


FARMER of Santa Barbara county has sent to the 

office specimens of a weed found in his neighborhood 
which he thinks may be the loco plant, so destructive 
to range stock in New Mexico and other places along 
the Rocky Mountain plains. The specimen has been 
identified as an Astragalus, but not either of the spe- 
cies of Astragalus supposed to produce loco so widely 
ir the West. Our correspondent need not be alarmed, 
however, even should his land produce the recognized 
species of loco fame, for stock will rarely form the habit 
or eating these poisonous plants on a range producing 
such nutritious plants as do the lands of Santa Barbara. 


The purple loco weed (Astragalus mollissimus) and 
tne rattle weed (A. lamberti) are now considered the 
chief source of loco by the Bureau of Animal Industry. 
It would never, perhaps, become a serious trouble in 
California even if these species were abundant here, for 
the reason given above. The symptoms of loco are, 
slow, staggering gait, rough coat, staring, vacant look 
and general emaciation. Affected animals have halluci- 
nations, cannot be led or backed, and show lack of 
muscular control. 
the animal forming the habit of eating the weed and 
invariably perishing unless removed from the noxious 
diet. Immunity does not follow recovery from an at- 
tack. The remedies are nutritious foods, strychnine, 
Fowler’s soiution of arsenic, Epsom salts, and similar 
dosages. Barium is the poisonous element contained 
in these weeds, being in all cases the cause of loco. 
Consequently, the same species of weed grown in two 
localities may contain different percentages. of barium 
and their use variant in the production of loco. 


Pest of Little Peril. 


S far as examinations have gone, the thrips attack- 
ing the oranges in some of the counties south of the 
Tehachapi are all of species different from the species 
operating north of the mountains. This is reassuring 
to the southern people, who already have about all the 
orchard pests they can handle. The insect known as 
citrus thrips is becoming a serious menace to the or- 
ange industry in several important orange centers. It 
has devastated nursery trees, defoliated the new growth 
of bearing trees and marred a large percentage of the 
fruit. Two or three local men are sending thrips every 
week or so from the southern counties to Mr. Moulton 
for examination, but they have all, so far proved to be 
of other species than that so dreaded by the fruit grow- 
ers of the northern counties.

HAD the pleasure, on the 8th day of July, of spend- 
ing the day at the San José Experiment Station now 
being conducted by Dr. Howard's bureau of the De-

thrips. A dozen or fifty tests of this kind reveals a 
difference of 60 per cent. of thrips in the unplowed land 
indicates pretty conclusively. that the winter cultiva- 
tion had killed 60 per cent. of the insects. Mr. Moul- 
ton’s experiments have demonstrated what an enor- 
mous proportion of the thrips may be destroyed by win- 
ter cultivation of the soil, though I have not attempted 
to quote his figures. | 

Another process is to trap the thrips as they emerge 
from the different sections of the orchard, namely, the 
plowed, double-plowed, and the undisturbed. Results 
from this plan are about the same in proportion as the 
other. Space will not admit of a minute detail of this 
work, but the experimenters are sure they are on the 
way to a great lessening of the damage from thrips in 
the deciduous orchards of the State. When the meth- 
ods of attacking this pest after it has invaded the foli- 
age of the trees are worked out, I hope to give a synop- 
sis of the most effective process. At this time, it seems 
to be a spray mixture of tobacco juices and oil.

White Fly Fading. 


EVERAL thousand citrus-fruit growers will be 
S pleased to have the latest news of the white-fly con- 
ditions at Marysville. It is to the effect that the ex- 
perts are unable, after weeks of constant searching, to 
find the slightest trace of the fly at Marysville. The 
deputy of the State Horticultural Commission who has 
lately made this exhaustive search is Mr. Brannigan, 
who has been employed for two years in these cam- 
paigns for the extermination of the fly, and his work is 
as near conclusion as it would be possible to make an 
examination of this kind. Mr. E. K. Carnes, superinten- 
dent of the State insectary, spent two days with Bran- 
nigan at the conclusion of the search, and he reports to 
me that neither egg, larvae nor pupa was found, nor 
any trace whatever of the insect where two years ago 
last May it had overrun the whole town. It is not safe

The Iris. 
E have never seen the iris so abundantly grown 
in Denver as this year, and we believe that it will 
become ‘still more popular. The ease with which the 
iris is propagated and its extreme hardiness ought to 
make it a great favorite. The Japanese irises are very 
fine in the East, but they are not at all satisfactory 
here in the West. They will not do in our dry and 
cold climate unless placed under a screen. They also 
need a great deal of water. The German irises are 


nearly as beautiful and they have an astonishing vari- 


ety of form and colors. There are two systems of pet- 
als in these fiowers, the uprights are called standards 
and the drooping petals, the falls. The Florintina is 
white. It is quite early and a strong grower. This 
produces the orris root of commerce and is very fra- 
grant. Madam Chereu, also called Imogene, is of rare 
beauty; petals of white, all delicately fringed and edged 
with blue. Parensis is a noble flower, very striking in 
form. The petals have a deep purple reflex and are in- 
terlaced with white. Leonadig has a bloom of radiant 
beauty. The standard is purple, and the fall has a 
deep velvety sheen, with very striking reflex. The 
Aurea has a flower of purést gold. The Marjoline has 
standards of clear gold while the falls are beautifully 
interlaced with magenta.—[Field and Farm. .

Salt Is a Slow Poison. 4 
0 NE of the most difficult features of dietetic reform 


with many people is the giving up of that slow poi- 

son, table salt—chloride of sodium. There are still 
many who believe it to be necessary. In fact, in all 
medical works and in most hygienic books you read 
statements to this effect. 


The following dispatch from New York was recently 
published: 

“Emma Goldman, in a speech tonight in Hoboken, 
advised dissatisfied bakers not to strike, but to stay at 
work and leave the salt out of their bread. The result- 
ant cramps in the bourgeois stomach, she believed, 
would stimulate thought.” , 

This is another exemplification of the astonishing public 
ignorance on dietetic questions—the idea that the min- 
eral chloride of sodium is necessary with our food, 
whereas, it is not only unnecessary, but harmful. It 
would be a mighty good thing for the public health if 
bakers would agree to omit salt from -their bread. 
Emma's suggestion is on a par with the old supersti- 
tion about the prisoner in the Netherlands, who, being 
deprived of salt in his food, is said to have died a hor- 
rible death, being eaten up by worms. } 

Still, the truth in regard to chloride of sodium is be- 
ginning to penetrate into the minds of people. The Care 
of the Body has done something along this line, during 
the past ten years. All the way from Dawson, in far 
Yukon Territory, recently came a letter to the Care of 
the Body, asking for more light on the injuriousness of 
salt. 

Again, here is a letter from Dr. H. O. Beeson, M.D., of 
Caicite, Colo. Dr. Beeson says he was a classmate of 
Dr. N. H. Morrison, chief surgeon, in Los Angeles, of 
the Santa Fé Railway: 3 

“By this mail, under separate cover, I am sending you 
a clipping from the Denver Medical Times. I may ex- 
plain that I am just a common country doctor, 55 years 
old, full of health, hope and happiness, all due to a 
happy thought and the finding of the source of a chronic 
and progressive indigestion that was blasting my life 
and that of my wife and children. As the result of 
seeing a newspaper article to the effect that William 
Muldoon, the prize-fighter trainer, cut out the salt in 
the diet of those under his training, I stopped the use 
of salt in my family in September, 1907, with immediate 
beneficial results to myself, my wife and my children. 
These results have been lasting. I was naturally curi- 
ous to explain how salt deprivation could benefit diges- 
tion, and began very soon to seek literature on the sub-. 
ject of the influence of salt in digestion and its physio- 
logical role, and to open correspondence with medical 
men and physiological chemists. I have been surprised 
to find the literature very meager and medical men very 
evasive. While sodium chloride is presented as an es- 


always present in our food, physiologists and clinicians 
fail utterly to distinguish between organic and inorganic 
salt. In fact, I have been unable to find any scientific 
support for the use of inorganic salt. That its use is 
harmless is disproven by all carefully-observed clinical 
experience and the salt-free diet of primitive peoples 
and animals.

In the article in the Denver Medical Times, Dr. Beeson 
refers to the fact that the salt prevents the production 
of hydrochloric acid and retards digestion and absorp- 
tion. Also that any delay in the digestive process favors 
the multiplication of germs of infection.

Again, another correspondent sends a circular put 
forth by a firm which sells salt for cattle. The circular 
dilates upon the asserted necessity of salting stock. It 
presents a picture of a deplorable-looking cow, that had 
been deprived of salt for nine months, and of the same 
cow looking sleek and healthy, after salt had been fed 
to her for five months. Now, as the correspondent cor- 
rectly says, the change is due, not to the fact that the 


animal received salt, but to the fact that the first photo- 


graph was taken at a time of year when there was no , 


green feed, while the latter photograph was taken at a 
time of year when green feed is plentiful. In the former 
picture were shown the effects of depriving the animal 
of the natural organic salts found in green stuff. It is 
the lack of this which leads animals as well as men to 


crave that poisonous mineral, chloride of sodium or 


table salt. 


It is somewhat tedious to be constantly repeating the 
same thing, yet this is a most important question, for 
the use—or rather the abuse—of chloride of sodium, is 
one of the prolific causes of disease among civilized peo- 
ple. It is difficult to get people to understand that salt 
is not only unnecessary, but injurious. When once they 


try the change, however, they are invariably surprised 


at the beneficial results. Many letters have been re- 
ceived by the editor of the Care of the Body thanking 
him heartily for giving this suggestion. 

Salt overworks the kidneys. It is a frequent cause of 
dropsy. 
other ill effects. 

Chiorine and sodium, with other organic salts, are 
found in all natural foods. As above remarked, when 


vou throw away the water in which vegetables are boiled, 


or when you bolt wheat, you deprive those foods of a 
large proportion of the organic salts, including chlorine 
and sodium. People who eat such starvation food natu- 
rally crave a substitute. | 

Chlorine and sodium are only two of the twelve min- 
erals found in the body and in natural foods. Why, in 
addition to chloride of sodium, should you not sprinkle 
on your food potassium and calcium, and magnesium, 
and iron, and phosphorus, and sulphur and silicon? 
They are all necessary to the body, but the only way in 
which you can assimilate any of them is by taking them 
in the organic form, in natural foods. , 

The craving occasionally displayed by animals for salt 
shows that the food upon which they are at the time fed 
is deficient in some of the organic salts. Dr. J. H. Kel- 
logg of Battle Creek, who is one of the world’s leading 
food authorities, has abstained entirely from salt for 
thirty-five years. He has a herd of beautiful deer that 
have never been fed salt and do not crave it, nor do his 
horses receive salt. Engiish stock raisers, who are 
noted for producing the finest cattle in the world, do not 
feed them salt, as is common in this country. 

In conclusion, note this: Salt is a mineral irritant. 
When taken into the system, it is not used. It is an an- 
tiseptic, interfering with digestion. It is not necessary 
to animal life or human life. 

If you have been accustomed to using large quantities 
of sat you should not give it up at once, entirely. Grad- 
ually decrease the amount during a month, until you 
only take as much as you cannot well avoid in cooked 
food, butter, cheese, etc. Give this a fair trial, tay for 
three months, and if you do not find your health greatly 
improved, then you are at liberty to say that the editor 
of the Care of the Body does not know his business. Be 
sure, however, that you get plenty of natural foods rich 
in the organic salts, particularly raw green stuff of all 
kinds—tomatoes, lettuce, water cress, celery, radishes, 
etc.—and fresh fruits. 


The Rest Cure for Nervousness. 


66 ERVOUSNESS” is the title of a booklet by Rob- 

ert Walter, M.D., whose notable work “The Ex- 
act Science of Health” was reviewed here several years 
ago. 

Dr. Walter is a great advocate of rest as nature’s own 
cure for all ills, to which poor humanity is heir. 

Here are a couple of extracts from the booklet: 

“An excellent ilustration of the folly of present-day 
treatment of invalids would be the engineer, who, if his 
train were stalled for want of power, should throw open 
still wider the throttle valve and waste his steam, rather 
than close the valve and wait until the pressure had ac- 
cumulated. The miller who would keep his water wheel 
in operation, notwithstanding the pressure was insuffi- 
cient to move the machinery efficiently would be rated 
as a fool: but he is no more foolish than the physician 
who proceeds to expend the patient’s vitality by the 
use of stimulants rather than to quiet, soothe and re- 
duce vital activity, and so reduce expenditure and hoard 
power. Vitality alone cures just as gravity alone pro- 
pels the water wheel; and cure is as spontaneous as the 
healing of a wound, corresponding to the conditions 
supplied and the amount of power accumulated. In the 
majority of chronic ailments, at least, the disease is 
chiefly depleted vitality. Restore the power and the 
cure is effected.

In one recent statement an old 
eouple are quoted as saying: “We are opposed to in- 
temperance, but are in favor of such laws as will put in- 
toxicating drinks out of the reach of those who damage 
themselves and others by such drinks ve they do not 
need them for medicinal use.” 


Why, you dear old people, every man who is in the 
habit of taking his whisky regularly is really a sick man 
when he needs his drink, and may be truly said to take it 
“for medicinal purposes.” To go and buy “medicinal” 
whisky at a drug store, instead of purchasing straight 
whisky at a liquor establishment, is a cowardly and 
hypocritical subterfuge that is unworthy of independent 
Americans. The whisky bought at the drug store is no 
whit less harmful than the whisky bought at the liquor 
establishment.

Cancer onl 


N McClure’s Magazine for July Burton Hendrick had 

an article on cancer, a dreadful disease that has been 
increasing in this country and in Europe during the 
past few years by leaps and bounds. — It is said that in 
England one out of eight women over 35 years of age 
dies of cancer. Mr. Hendrick says: 

“Spread out a map.of the world, and mark the coun- 
tries that have progressed farthest in material well- 
being, in education, government, sanitation, and other 
essentials of modern civilization; those are the countries 
that suffer most from the cancer plague. In the eastern 
world, not Asia or Africa, but enlightened Europe; in 
the western, not Mexico, Honduras, or Panama, but the 
United States and Canada—these are the countries most 
grievously afflicted. No savage tribe is absolutely im- 
mune, but cancer assails most violently those peoples 
that have reached the highest points in civilization. And 
not only this, but it apparently bears heaviest upon the 
most sanitary and enlightened parts of these countries. 
In Europe the nations that suffer most are not Russia 
or Hungary or Italy or Spain, but Germany, France, Swe- 
den, Norway, and, above all, England. In London 
the greatest mortality is found, not in the East End, but 
in Hampstead, Marylebone and Chelsea, which include 
the city’s wealthiest parts. Similarly, in New York, the 
Russian Jews and Italians who so largely populate the 
crowded tenement sections are comparatively immune, 
whereas the more sanitary parts of the town are favor- 
ite breeding-places. Where disease of known contagious- 
ness, like tuberculosis, typhoid fever, diphtheria and 
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pneumonia, most abound, cancer seems to find a less 
strong foothold than in other more salubrious sections; 
as by some mysterious and inexorable law of compensa- 
tion it finds its way mainly into the homes of the pros- 
perous and enlightened.” | 

There is nothing at all “mysterious” about this. “In- 
exorable” it is, yes—but not mysterious. That cancer 
is a disease of what we call civilizaticn is due to the fact 
that civilized people live abnormally. Especially do 
they overeat, and eat largely of flesh foods. 

Cancer is a disease of overfeeding, especially when the 
diet is largely composed of flesh foods. Worry may be a 
contributory cause. Several eminent physicians have re- 
cently pointed out that the great increase in cancer may 
be one of the penalties we are paying for the injection 
of poisonous matter into the blood during the past dau- 
century. 
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Following is an extract from an article in the Naturo- 
path. by Eli G. Jones, M. D., of Burlington, N. J., who is 
consulting physician in cancerous growths to a New 
York hospital: 

_ “Meat-eating is a prolific cause of cancer. In England 
the mortality from cancer has increased, it is 4% times 
greater than fifty years ago. The people consume 131 
pounds of beef per head every year. Is it any wonder 
that the beef eaters’ have cancer? In twenty-five coun- 
tries using meat largely, nineteen had a high death rate 
from cancer, five a moderate, and one a low rate. 

“In countries where the diet is almost entirely vege- 
table, there you will find very few cases of cancer. In 
Bombay, in 1875, the death rate from cancer was only 
one in 10,000; in England 5.5 per 100,000. In Egypt can- 
cer is never found among the black races, who are vege- 
tarians, but among Arabs and Copts, who eat as Euro- 
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peans. In the monastery of the Grand Trappe, where the 
diet excludes tea, coffee and meat, there has not been 
a case of cancer for twenty-seven years.“ ; 

Mr. Hendrick in his magazine article also refers to 
cancer as being hereditary. This is not a correct state- 
ment. No disease is hereditary. Otherwise, the human 
race would have been wiped out of existence hundreds, or 
thousands of years ago. A tendency to disease may be 
inherited, and those who inherit such a tendency should 
be especially careful in their mode of life. {

Pure Air in Sleeping Apartments. 


HE following article apppeared in the monthly bul- 

letin of the Los Angeles Health Department: 

“Our city ought not to have any of the impure air 
diseases, but unfortunately many of our people live in 
inclosed rooms which are heated by gas or oil. Each 
gas jet uses up as much air as a person, and it is not an 
uncommon thing for a person to succumb to the bad 
air of an inclosed * where the water is heated 
by gas. 

“It is the constant lowering of the purity of the air 
which does the harm, for even if no disease is con- 
tracted immediately, the organism is placed in such a 


condition that disease finds a fertile spot in which to 


germinate. 


“If all the people in Los Angeles were in one large 
room, according to the methods of scientific sanitarians, 


there would be required 1,080,000,000 cubic feet of fresh - 


air every hour to keep this air of passable purity. To 
bring it down more concretely, every room should have 
about 3600 cubic feet of fresh air from the outside ev- 
ery hour. To get this amount with a barely perceptible 
draft entering through a window three feet wide, the 
sash would have to be raised 2.7 inches. But this is 
based on one person in the room. When more than one 
person is in the room, cr when gas is burning, a propor- 
tionally larger. amount of air should enter. 


“The effect of vitiated air is variable, according to 
the degree. Extremé vitiation may cause death in a 
short time. Slight vitiation, when continued for some 
time, causes anaemia and general depression of the vi- 
tal forces and malnutrition and, most important of all, 
pulmonary diseases. 

“Thus it is seen that bad air is the root of much of 
the disease of humanity because it causes the body to 
become less strong and incapable to resist disease.” 

A sleeping apartment in which a window is raised 
only two and three-fourths inches would certainly con- 
The only 
really pure air is moving air. Stagnant air is never en- 
tirely pure. Even a wire screen makes a great differ- 
ence in the atmosphere of a room, compared with that 
where the windows are entirely open. The nearer you 
get to sleeping in the open air, the better. This has of 
late years come to be recognized as the only cure for 
consumption. It is, however, not only for consumption 
that fresh air is good, but for all other conditions of 
health and disease. If you can, by all means sleep on 
a porch. Note how much brighter you feel in the morn- 
ing. Otherwise, see that there is a good draft of air 
through your bedroom, although if you are not hard- 
ened you need not sleep directly in the draft. After you 
have hardened yourself by a temperate diet and ventila- 
tion of the skin, then you may safely sleep in a draft. 

The following interesting suggestion was recently 
made by the editor of the Ladies’ Home Journal: 

“Just as the thermometer tells us the temperature 
of a room why cannot we have an instrument that will 
tell us whether the air of a room is pure or impure? 
Here is a chance for some inventive mind. Surely there 
must be some chemical that will respond, by varying 
shades of a color, to the purity or impurity of the air 
of a room, just as the quicksilver of the thermometer 
responds to the temperature? No one would deliber- 
ately sit in a vitiated atmosphere if he could be given 
some visible proof that such was the case. In these
